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The Suez Canal. 

The Philadelphia Press, in speaking of this great enterprise, says: 

This work, which is destined to play so prominent a part in the commercial world, and which must 
be credited to that shrewd but austere monarch, Napoleon IIL, is, along with onr own Pacific Railways, 
approaching completion. The times set for their grand openings will be but a few months apart, and 
both will be events of the year. Anno Domini 1869 will be the coramercial epoch of the century. It is 
easy to apprehend the design of the projectors of the Sucz enterprise. It has for its object the restora- 
ticn of Eastern commerce to the channels of the Mediterranean. The movement is deemed sagacious, 
but it is only so when we forget how that commerce was lost. Vasco de Gama destroyed Venice and 
the trade course of the world when he doubled the Cape of Good Hepe. He opened to Western Europe 
the treasure-houses of India. The countries—first Holland and then England—that hesitated not to 
enter, have reaped golden harvests. The Suez Canal is therefore a blow at this monopoly of trade, and 
simply undoes for Western Europe all that the Portuguese discoverer did. Any reversion of commerce 
to the old channel must now benefit France. The Italian cities not only sank in importance when they 
lost their rich trade, but they can not, under existing circumstances, rise to the dignity of even a fair 
competition with those.of France. 

But, in weighing the consequences of so grand an enterprise, the more selfish motives of projectors 
should be lett out of the question. Without selfishness, at least withort the hope of personal or national 
gain, there would be neither projects nor projectors. 

Abstractly speaking, the Suez Canal is a work well worthy the genius of the century. In its com- 


. 


pletion we shall find a strange counter-revolution in force of will and application of dynamical laws. 


More than two thousand years ago, at least two attempts were made to cut the Suez Isthmus, Why 
they failed, we know not; but their failure is remarkable. As conceptions, they were worthy the mind 
whence sprang the Pyramids. Engineering skill could not have been absent, for the Pyramids were 
completed; neither could tenacity of purpese have been wanting, for the Pyramids are as much monu- 
ments of patience as of ingenuity. We may well doubt whether modern science is adequate to the 
completion of a task such as they entailed. Yet it has taken up the unfinished work of Egypt’s kings 
and made of it a monument as grand us those stately piles of the desert. Why antiquity could not build 
a canal is a problem which will be solved when it is shown why the present can not build a pyramid. 

The mammoth proportions of. the canal now in progress may be inferred from the immense cost of 
construction. It is supposed that 400,000,000 franes will complete it, or about $80,000,000, a sum much 
larger than what will be required to build and stock our trans-continental railways. 

There has heen but little flagging since the inception of the work, as the company started with a capi- 
tal stock of 200,000,000 francs, and received indemnity and payments from the Egyptian Government 
equal to 100,000,000 more. A loan of 100,000,000 has been deemed necessary to fill the estimate of ex- 
penses. The charter of the company is comparatively liberal, and allows the opening of the canal to the 
transit of vessels of all nations, subject, however, to the rules of the company. 

To show how, in matters of commerce, the best calculators are at fault, when the company was 


‘formed, in 1858, the maximum estimate of tonnage per annum was 3,000,000, and a charge of ten frances 


per ton was informally agreed upon, thus netting a revenue of 30,000,000 franes, or double as mauch as 
would be required to pay the interest, at five per cent., upon 300,000,000 frances, the interest- bearing ex- 
penditure. But to-day, from the best data afforded by all the circumstances, this estimate is regarded as 
more thar one-half too low. The completed portion has already given a flattering impetus to trade, and 


large amonnts of merchandise pass from sea to sea upon flat-boats, by way of the maritime canal to 


Lake Temsah, and thence to Suez by means of the old fresh-water canal. 

Our word canal conveys but a limited idea of this gigantic water passage. Says the President of the 
Company, Ferd. de Lesseps } “Tt will be about 100 metres in breadth at the top, 22 at the buttom, and 
8 in depth.” We are called upon, then, to imagine an immense river connecting the two seas, 328 feet. in 


width at the surface, 72 feet at the bottom, and 26 feet in average depth. 


The success which is about to crown this effort affords encouragement to the projectors of a similar 
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work across the Isthmus of Panama. The difficulties, whether climatic or topographical, are not greater. 
Many of the routes proposed are shorter, and in nearly all of them Science may find herself assisted by 
natural water-courses. 

Many persons imagine that the completion of the Suez Canal will seriously interfere with the trade 
of the Pacific Railway. While we can not doubt that classes of the East India trade, and perbaps a 
modicum of that from China and Japan, will prefer to seek the Mediterranean through the Red Sea and 
the Canal, the great bulk of Eastern commerce must find its way across this continent. Time is as 
much an element in commerce as profit, and by the middle of next summer the energy and liberality of 
American capitalists, aided by a generous Government, will have placed Liverpool within thirty-five 
days of Japan. Inviting as the continuous water-line via Suez may appear, at least sixty days will be 
required to make the trip between the above points. If we add to this the general desire to avoid trade 
courses through tropical countrics, and the Gifficulties and dangers of Red Sea navigation, there is surely 
nothing in the future to create distrust concerning the effectiveness of the great American enterprise. 

The world can not be too commercial. The millennium will not dawn until all nations and kindreds 
and tongues are brought together upon.a common basis of fellowship. Every Pacific Railway, every Suez 
Canal, is but a link in the chain of the world’s friendship. What will make Egypt again a land of corn 
and letters, can not impoverish us; on the contrary, it will serve to enrich and liberalize, for inasmuch 
as the prize is great, it will shoot out half a score of railways across the continent, and always serve to 
shear down the edges of monopoly. 


The Last Hight Years. | 


Eight years ago, South Carolina promulgated the Ordinance of Secession, whereby that State dis- 
solved its practical relations to the Union. What a volume in the history of the nation those eight years 
have written! Scarcely any country in all time has passed through so many great events in so short a 
pericd. The very structure of the Government has been radically changed. We have fought out the 
most formidable civil war that has occurred since the Christian era, Four millions of slaves have been 
emancipated, and a system of servitude, which had dominated the politics and dictated the policy of the 
Republic for half a century, bas been blotted out forever. 

In no department is the change more sensibly and seriously felt than in the finances of the country. 
When South Carolina entered upon this wild crusade, the Federal Government and the several States 
were almost free from debt. Now, in addition to the thousands of millions sunk at the South, and the 


vast sums wasted at the North during the rebellion, the Union owes a debt of nearly three thousand 
millions, while the obligations of States, counties, and hates arising out of the same cause, tower to a 


startling height. : 

These immense expenditures and losses have cast unprecedented burdens upon all classes of the 
people. The price of living has, on the average, more than tripled, though the wages of labor, advancing 
with a slower step, have only doubled. The income which enabled one to live luxuriously before the 
war, will now scarcely suffice to bring the two ends of the year together. The poor feel the pinchings of 
a severe poverty, and the man of moderate means can barely meet current demands through assiduous 
industry and rigid economy. Old men, who, by years of toil and frugality, fondly hoped they had laid 
up in store a sufficiency for their declining days, find themselyes compelled to resume active pursuits, 
that they may eke out their existence; while young men, who are now commencing to fight the life- 
battle, are learning that they are citizens of a very different country from that in which their fathers 
dwelt when they attained their majority. 

In nothing, however, has the great revolution produced such pewildering changes as in its effect mon 
the public men of the time. Statesmen and politicians, whose word, anterior to the rebellion, had long 
been obeyed as irrevocable law in the councils of the Government and the conventions of parties, have 
lapsed into oblivion, or wander as fugitives in their own or foreign lands, with the mark of Oain on their 
foreheads, Davis, Slidell, Mason, Toombs, Huutey, Stephens, Benjamin, and their compeers, at whose 


beck ruiers rose and fell, and parties organized 4nd disbanded—where and what are they now? Indeed, 
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who cares where and what they are? Practically they are as — to-day as they will be on the opening 
morning of the twentieth century. 

On the other hand, a new generation of men has risen up to take the seats of those whom the late 
bloody convulsion pusbed from their stools, Probably no names are more generally known throughout 
the civilized world than those of Lincoln, Grant, Sherman, Stanton, and Farragut. All have acquired 
fame since the firing of the Sumter gun. Lincoln was then entering upon the experiment of secing 
whether an almost unknown politician, from an abscure Western village, could save a great Republic 
just plunging into a civil war of unprecedented dimensions. The very names of Grant and Sherman 
were unknown to one in ten thousand of the best-informed citizens of the Union. Stanton was quietly 
pursuing the profession of the law in Washington, while Farragut was an unheralded Captain in the 
navy. There is scarcely an intelligent man now dwelling in any foreign land who is not familiar with 
their great deeds, while their genius bas shaped the destinies of their own country for the last eight 
years, and will continue to exert a moulding influence upon its institutions through a long future. 

Emerging from this period of great trials, the Republic, inspired by new ideas and guided by new 
men, is prepared to enter upon an unprecedented career of power and glory.—V. Y. Sun. 


‘Opening of the Albany & Susquehanna Railway. 


The completion and opening of this important line of railway, which took place January 12th, was 


celebrated with a grand excursion and banquet. The special correspondent of the Sun says: 

Fully twenty-five hundred people arrived here this afternoon in five trains from Albany and points 
along the line, and were heartily weleomed by°the citizens. The new road runs from Albany to Bing- 
hamton in nearly a direct line,.a distance of 142 miles. It traverses a region hitherto inaccessible except 
over long and tedious turnpikes, and whose productiveness has remained undeveloped to its fullest extent 
for want of easy communication with the various centers of traflic. Beginning at.Albany, the road stead- 
ily ascends for a distance of fifty-five miles, first passing across the table-lands lying under the Helder- 
burg hills, a spur of the Catskills, then running through the deep ravine of the “ Mad Creek,” amd 
stretching down the fertile valley of the Schoharie. The summit of the grade is reached near Hast 
Worcester, the elevation being 960 feet above Albany. The ridge here divides the waters of the Hudson 
from those of the Susquehanna, whose sources, however, are but a few feet apart. The story is told that 
a Dutchman named Berver, at Hast Worcester, lives on the spot where two rivers rise, running in oppo- 
site directions. An ox standing on the top of the ridge in his Jand will fill the space between the spring 
of the Schenevus, which flows into the Susquehanna, and the spring of the Cobleskill, which finds its

way to the Hudson. From Worcester the road descends, crosses the Susquehanna five or six times, and 


at about fifteen miles this side of Binghamton enters a tunnel 2,200 feet in length—the longest one in the 


State. It was commenced in 1853, and the raason work about it is still unfinished. The last ten miles*- 


of the track is laid upon the side-hill overlooking the Chenango valley, which offers the most charming 
scenery of any portion of the route. 

This new railway opens up arich region of farm and wood Jands. Much of it is a grain-producing 
tract, and the Company claims that not a mile of waste soil is to be found upon the line. The water- 
power advantages are also considerable. 

To the inhabitants along the road the benefits arising from its final completion willbe great. A new 
stimulus for thrift and enterprise in developing the resources of that section is now offered, and already 
the spirit of its people is beginning to show itself. Farms have risen in value and importance, houses 
and villages upon the line are springing up, and business is on the increase. The cities of Albany and 
Binghamton—the termini of the road—will also derive great advantages from it. The distance by rail 
from the latter city to the Hudsen is lessened eighty miles, and the roundabout trip by way of Syracuse 
avoided. Albany hopes some day to get coal directly from the Pennsylvania mines by the new route. 
The Binghamton Republican says: 


“Those who from distant points may do business by this road will devive a benefit from the compe- 
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titive rates of tariff, while those who do local business will have the advantages of markets from which 
they have heret ofore been almost entirely excluded. But no class of shippers will be a3 much benefited 
as dealers in live-stock, who, by shipping their freight over this new line, will have the advantage of 
both Albany and New-York markets. Particularly in the geason of navigation on the Hudson will “this 
be the case, for, in the event of an unfavorable market at Albany, the freight can be easily transferred, at 
cheap rates, from there to New York. 

“That the road will be a paying one has been demonstrated already. It has been made to pay while 
in an unfinished state, without the many advantages it will have now that it is finished.” 


In the course of a year or more, three or four railways will intersect the Albany and Susquehanna road. 
At Sidney Plains the Midland road will cross, running from Otsego to New York. The Cooperstown 
road will intersect at Colliersville; the Middleburg and Schoharie Valley road at Schoharie. A road is 
also projected from Sharon Springs to Cherry Valley. All these roads will be of great value to the 
central part of the State when completed. : 

The first trip over the entire line of the Albany and Susquehanna Railway was made on the last day | 
of December, 1868. The man who deserves honor more than any other for carrying this enterprise 
through against seeming impossibilities is universally admitted to be the President of the Company, 
Senator Ramsey, of Albany. The road is broad gauge, and it is known that the Erie Railway Company 
are desirous of getting control of it. 

The Hecursion.—The road finished, Tuesday, Jan. 12th, was the day appointed by the Company for a 
general jubilee over the event. Five thousand tickets were issued to the inhabitants all along the line, 
and thirty cozcbes were provided for a grand excursion to Binghamton. The day was unpromising, but 
the numbers that flocked to the trains showed that weather was considered a minor matter on such an 
occasion. Two trains left Albany—one at 8 A. m., and the other of twelve cars, containing the directors 
and invited guests, at 9} a.m. Trains for the inhabitants on. the route started from Cobleskill and 
Oneonta. The last train from Albany carried about 800 excursionists, and was drawn by two engines 
decorated with flags. Among the notables on board were President Ramsey, ex-Speaker D. C. Little- 
john, Judge Peckham, Hon. Lyman Tremain, J. B. Ford, Esq., the Mayor of Troy, a majority of the 
members of the Legislature, a delegation of railroaders from Scranton, Pa., and a hundred or more 
others whose names were not ascertained. The enthusiasm of the denizens of the regions about the new 
thoroughfare was unbounded as the excursion trains passed along. At Knowersville and Schoharie, flags 
were hung out, and a large crowd gathered around the train. At Cobleskill the excursion was greeted 
with cheers, firing of a small cannon, display of bunting, and ioud cries for ‘‘ Hoffman.” The Governor 
not being an excursionist, the rural districts were disappointed in their anticipations of seeing and hear- 
ing him. At length the day wore away, the beauties of the scenery along the route faded into the night, 
and Binghamton was reached at 5.30 o’clock. 

The Banquet in Binghamton.—Notwithstanding the lateness of the hour, it seemed as if all Bing- 
hamton had come down to the depot to welcome the last train bearing the dignitaries. The citizens 
had prepared a banquet at Firemen’s Hall for the reception of the Albanians and others, and upon their 
arrival they were marched up, headed by a band of music, to the tables of milk and honey which the 
excursionists for hours had longed to reach. Unfortunately for many, only the holders of tickets could 
enter the banquet-hall, which was capable of accommodating but 500 persons at atime. But, in. antici- 
pation of the throng of strangers that would flock into the city, refreshments were provided for the 
unticketed in the halls of the State House, and none went unfed. 

At Firemen’s Hall the tables were quickly filled, and the sumptuous feast quailed under the vigorous 
attack of 500 knives, forks, and spoons. The appreciation for the good things of the banquet was very 
marked. The sight of the famishing patrons cf the great Albany & Susquehanna Railway disposing of 
the feast would have been a wonder to the indifferent spectator, had such a une been present. Bing- 
hamtonians did themselves credit in getting up the collation, and Albanians showed equal enterprise in 
getting it down. 

At length the sound of cutlery ceased, and toasts and speeches were announced. 

The banquet was presided over by Judge Balcom, of Binghamton, and about him at an upper table 
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were seated the Directors of the Gorges and invited guests. Order having been obtained, the President 
introduced the Hon. George Bartlett, of Binghamton, who in the name of its citizens welcomed tbe excur- 
sionists, and congratulated all on the success of the great enterprise the completion of which they were 
celebrating. President hamsey was next called out and received with greatapplause. He gave a history 
ot the work, and claimed that the honor which had been ascribed to him was equally due to many others, 
The Hon. D. C. Littlejohn made a stirring speech, as did Senator Snow, Mr. Wilbur, Mr. McFarland and 
others. J. B. Davis, Esq., replied for the Erie Road, and Judge Bentley for the State of Pennsylvania. 

The meeting, which was marked by great enthusiasm, public spirit, and kindly feeling between men 
of all parties, broke up reluctantly at a late hour, to be remembered hereafter by many as an event from 
which to date their own prosperity and that ofa hitherto unblessed region of their State. 

The excursionists returned by trains on the same evening and on the following morning. The hos- 
pitality of the citizens of Binghamton was extended to those whom the hotels could not accommodate. 
Regular trains on the Albany and Susquehanna Road will commence running on Jan. 14th. The time 
of travel from one end to the other is six hours and a half. 

We take this opportunity of returning our thanks to Mr. 8. E. Mayo the General Ticket Agent of the 
road for his promptness in furnishing us with the time-table of the road in manuscript, received Jan- 
uary 12th. Mr, Mayo has ever by his actions proven that he is a faithful officer of the road, and the 
following letter, which we copy verbatim, will show the traveling community that, if the time-table of 
the Albany & Susquehanna Railway is not correctly represented in the Gurpz, it will not be the fault of

Map of the New York & Hrie Railway. 


The attention of our readers is directed to the map of the New York & Erie Railway, which they 
will find on pages 82 and 83 of the GuripE. We expect that our next number will contain a full two-page 
map representing this great line of railway, and its connections toand through all the principal parts from 
New York, West, Northwest, and South. The Chicago Tribune, in speaking of the anticipated and 
nearly completed arrangements of this well-managed railway, says: 

“1, An extension to Cincinnati by the Atiantic and Great Western Railway, extending from Sala- 
manca, a station on the Erie road, to Cincinnati via Cleveland. 

“2. To Chicago, by the Columbus, Chicago, and Indiana Central road, connecting at Urbana, Ohio, 
with the Atlantic and Great Western, and thence to Chicago. 

“3. To St. Louis, by the Ohio and Mississippi Railway, between Cincinnati and St. Louis. 

“4, An extension to the Missouri River by the Chicago, Rock Island, and Pucific Railway. The 
Atlantic and Great Western road is abroad gauge, and by laying a third rail, broad gauge, from Urbana 
to Chieago, there will be the means of through freight from here to New York. With these connections 
permanently secured, the Hrie road will be practically extended for freight to Chicago, St. Louis, and 
Cincinnati, and its passenger line to Omaha.” 

The Cleveland Herald, in speaking of the recent election of officers of the Cleveland & Pittsburg 
Railway, says: “The annual election of officers for the Cleveland & Pittsburgh Railway for the ensuing 
year was held in this city on Wednesday afternoon, and resulted in the choice of the following Board of 
Directors; J. N. McCulloch, Pittsburg; James F. Clark, Cleveland; J. Graham Gardner, Cincinnati; 
E. Gest, Cincinnati; J. J. Gest, Cincinnati; B. F. Jones, Pittsburg; Joseph Stickney, Wilkesbarre, Pa. ; 
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W. H. Denham, New York; N. Millard, New York; N. A. Prentiss, New York; John D. Taylor, New 
York. The election was a very important one, and created a good deal of interest among railway men 
throughout the country. The contest was principally between the Erie managers and the old officers, 
and was won by the former. The particular object of the Erie folks in getting control of the road is not 
exactly known, though it is surmised that it was to obtain the use of the Union passenger depot, and thus 
compete with the Lake Shore. The C. & P. road own one-third of the depot, and by getting control of 
that road the Erie people can lay a third rail from Newburg and run their cars into the depot, and, by 
thus connecting with the A. & G. W., compete with the Lake Shore roa in through passengers and 
freight to New York. The move has been skiifully worked, as the success of the Erie interest proves, 
the Board standing nine for Erie and three for the old management.” 

The New-York Tribune, in speaking of the enterprising spirit of the present managers of this great 
line of railway says: “The Erie‘Railway have failed in their efforts to secure a lease of the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton & Dayton Railway, and will at once proceed to build a road from Cincinnati to Dayton, in 
order to perfect their arrangements with the Atlantic and Great Western Road for a through route to St. 
Louis.” 

We would take this opportunity to return our thanks, and, we may add, those of the traveling com- 
munity, to Wm. R. Barr, Esq., for the able and comprehensive manner. in which the time-tables of the 
Erie Railway are represented in the Guips.. By turning to pages 100-103, the traveler will perceive that

The East River Bridge.-New York to Brooklyn. 


He was a profounder and more philosophic Teuton than Hegel or Kant who observed that ‘* dere 
neber horse run so fast but some oder man’s horse run faster.” - Rapidly as the American people have 
dimmed the luster cf former achicvements of mechanical genius in the glory of more recent triumphs 
of constructive skill, we are about to witness a pew proof, that in the life of the nation, as in that of 
individuals, all that has been done is but the preparatory education for what can now be done. The in- 
vention of the steam-engine by Watt prepared the way for the steamboat by Fulton. The discovery of 
the identity of lightning and electricity by Franklin led to the telegraph by Morse. Roebling’s beautiful 

suspension bridge at Niagara must in like manner have preceded nis present plan for uniting the fourth 
metropolis in the world with the third city of the Union by one of the most magnificent architectural 
structures of all time, and a more stupendous erection in its line than has ever yet been conceived or 
executed. Mr. Roebling has furnished a design for the East River Bridge, which is now open for in- 
spection. 

Toward its erection on this plan, the Common Council of the City of Brooklyn have voted to take 
$3,000,000 of the Company’s stock on the same terms as other shareholders, and the Board of Council- 
men of this city recently voted to subscribe $1,500,000. We believe the bridge will be built. It will 
take rank among the wonders of the world. In utility it ranks with the few first works of ancient or 
modern tifnes—the aqueducts of Rome, the dikes of Holland, and our own great railways. In magni- 
tude, beauty, and the honor it will confer on its builders, as a people who cultivate and honor high art, 
it will rise signal and solitary in its preéminence, like the Parthenon at Rome, the Colossus at Rhodes, 
or the Pyramids. As never before in the world’s history have there been two so large cities thus wedded 
and welded together in their populations and interests, yet physically separated by so noble a channel 
of water, so. there could never until now be the need or the opportunity for a structnre so grand and 
graceful. Had there been, it is doubtful if it could, until a very recent date, have been constructed. In 
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total Jength, 3,862 feet, this structure will surpass the famed bridge erected by the Emperor Trajan over 

-the Danube, and which was burned by the Emperor Hadrian out of envy at the immortality it had con- 
ferred on his predecessor, and ambition to be as long remembered for its destruction as Trajan for its 
erection. But that was of wood, resting on 20 stone turrets, 150 feet in height, and 170 feet apart, while 
this spans, in the clear, a distance of 1,600 feet, at a height midway of 130 feet, with a bridge 80 feet wide, 
capable of sustaining 15,000 tons. The Suspension Bridge at Niagara is 245 feet above the water, and is 
estimated to be capable cf holding 12,000 tons, but its span is only 821 fect, or about half that of the East 
River Bridge. The Victoria Tubular Iron Bridge of Montreal, which has heretofore been the wonder of 
American architecture, exceeds it in mere length and weight, being 6,600 feet long, and capable of hold- 
ing 22,000 tons. It, however, rests upon 24 piers, or solid abutments, and is of moderate height, thus 
lacking the gigantic span and giddy altitude which will form the impressive features of the East River 
Bridge. The Britannia Wrought-Iron Bridge, which crosses the Menai Straits, and through which runs 
the Chester and Holyhead Railway, at a height cf 103 feet, was erected by the great Stephenson. It is 
1,378 feet long, but is divided into four spans, two of 250 feet each, and two of 459 feet each. It lacks 220 

- feet of the length and 27 feet of the height of the East River Bridge, and makes four spans instead of one. 
The Wheeling Bridge, over the Ohio, which blew down in May, 1854, had a span of 1,010 feet. Waterloo 
Bridge, at London, is 1,240 feet in length, and is sustained by nine elliptical granite arches. The High 
Bridge, over the Harlem River, has a total length of 1,450 fect, the top of the parapet. is 114 fect above 
high water, and it is sustained by 14 semicircular arches. Comparing all these figures with those of 
the proposed East River Bridge, we find that, taking alt its features into account, the great height; the 
enormous span, the solidity and strength required for the vast burden of travel it must bear, it is not 
only unequaled but unrivaled by any past achievement in bridge architecture. All that Has hitherto 
beerilone in this field of art only serves to demonstrate that this can be done. 

The two suspending towers on which tffe main cables are hung, are 263 feet above high tide, which is 

*60 fect higher than the spire of St. Paul’s (from its base), 42 feet higher than Bunker Hill Monument, 
and lacks only 21 feet of being as high as the’steeple of Trinity Church. As the level of the bridge is 
just half way between the surface of the water and the summits of the towers, the structure will be 
brought into commanding view, as the leading feature of the landscape, from almost any point on the 
upper or lower bay, the East River, or Long Island Sound, where the two cities are in sight. Travelers 
arriving on our shores will recognize, in its magnificent and beautiful proportions, a fit symbol of the 
aspiring and projecting genius of our people. It will symbolize at once union and courage, wealth and 
enterprise, industry and art, strength and grace, : 

The suspending towers, on which the bridge mainly rests, will be of stone. That on the Brooklyn 
side will be built im the river, near the shore, at the north end of the depot of the Fulton Ferry. The 
New York tower will be erected at the end of Pier No. 29, filling most of the space between Roosevelt 
Street Ferry and Pier No. 28. A glance at the map will show that from about the junction of Fulton and 
Main Streets, Brooklyn, over the points marked for these towers, to Chatham Street, at Tryon Row, in 
the City of New York, is a straight air-line. This is the line and length of the bridge. The cables 
which pass over the towers, and upon which the bridge hangs, are “ anchored ”-at two structures of solid 
‘masonry, between the starting-point of the bridge on each side and the towers, The anchor-walls in 

- Brooklyn cover the alley known as James Street, between Fulton, York, and Main Streets. The anchor- 
walls in New York are on the north side of Dover Street, between Cherry and Water Streets. The 
roadway of the bridge starts at the foot of Sands Street, Brooklyn, runs for a little way parallel to the 
easterly side of Fulton Street, taking off half the block there fronting on Sands and Fulton, down to the 
head of Main Street, where it turns to the left and starts on an air-line toward the new Court-Honse in 
New York City. The total length between the termini at Sands Street, Brooklyn, and Chatham Street, 
New York, is 3,862 fect. "The New York approach is 1,441 feet in length, on an ascending grade of 
8 44-100-feet to every 100 feet of distance until it reaches the tower. The length of the Brooklyn ap- 
proach is 941 feet, on an ascending grado of 1 87-100 feet to every 100 feet of distance until it reaches the 
tower. Betwecn the towers, the roadway would appear, at a casual glance, to be level, but it is 15 feet 
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higher in the center than at the towers. The deflection of the cables below the summits of the towers . 
is, in summer, 130 feet. The elevation of the grade in the center of the span, in summer, is 133 feet 
above high tide. The elevation of the floor at the New York terminus is 36 feet, at the Brooklyn ter- 
minus, 63 feet. 

The bridge and roadway are sustained entirely by wire cables pendant from the main cables. The © 
plans show no stay-cables running from the bridge @ownward like those beneath the Niagara Bridge. 

The roadway of the bridge is 80 feet wide, has but one floor, and has two broadways for common 
travel, each on the outer edge of the bridge, and 15 feet wide, including the sidewalk; between these are 
two passenger transits, each 13 feet wide, for cars propelled by an endless wire gauge and stationary 
engine; between these, and in the center of the bridge, is one elevated promenade, 15 feet wide, for such 
foot passengers as do not take either of the sidewalks in the two broadways before mentioned. 

The cost of the entire structure, including Jand approaches, and, we presume, exclusive of right of 
way, is estimated at $8,000,000 in currency, or $6,000,000 in gold, which is $1,500,000 less than the cost 
of-the Victoria Bridge at Montreal. A stock company is organizing, whose capital, we suppose, will be 
about $8,000,000, toward which the City of Brooklyn subscribes $3,000,000, if the rest shall be made up. 

The population of Brooklyn has doubled every ten years for thirty years past. If it continues to 
grow at the same rate, its population in another ten years will be as great as New York hasnow. The 
limit of ferriage by steamers is nearly reached. The utmost skill on the part of pilots is required to 
avoid collisions. A recent terrible catastrophe, growing out of the number, frequency, and speed of the 
boats required to convey the travel between the two cities, warns us that measures commensurate with 
the magnitude of this travel must be taken to accommodate it, otherwise the growth of both cities will 
be retarded, the value of their real-estate will suffer, and the travel itself will be attended with suffer- 
ing, labor, and waste of life, strength, and time. Every means which adds a given percentage @® our 
facility of transit adds a much larger percentage to our popwiation and wealth. B y the time this bridge 
can be constructed, the mere increase upon the present travel will leave the ferries all they are now 
carrying, and furnish the bridge with morc business than is now done by all the ferries combined. The 
bridge, without doubt, will be a favorite mode of travel. After a few millions of people have gone 
across it in safety, the passage will barely afford, even to the very nervous, an agreeable, titillating 
sensation, which they can scarcely distinguish from pleasure. Business men will go through the mid- 
heavens from city to city, reading about stocks, or, perchance, watching the gulls soaring around the | 
mast-heads below them. Brooklyn being strongly given to theology and church building, will find these 
religious tastes stimulated by treading on the boundaries of the ethereal world twice or thrice a day in 
the intervals of business. Perhaps the dangers of the ferries have already caused much of the plethora 
of piety which distinguishes Brooklyn in so marked a degree from this metropolis. 

The distance ordinarily traveled in crossing the ferries, owing to the sway of the tides, stops to avoid 
collisions, and the fact that the depots are not directly opposite each other, is longer than the route by 
the bridge. The transit by steam in the cars, in carriages, or on foot, will be quicker than over the 
ferries, and at about the same prices. The promenade and drive will be the luxury of the two cities, 
throwing Central Park wholly in the shade—which is more than will be done by its shrubbery in many 
years. The prospect from all parts of the bridge will be the finest in the world. Finally, we sce no 
reason to doubt that the bridge itself will pay handsome dividends on its cost of construction.—Wew 
York Tribune. a 


The Railway Men of Chicago. + 


The Chicago Railroad Gazette, in speaking of the railway men of the country remarks: “‘ Among the 
various avocations of life there is to be found no more manly and admirable class of workers, intellectually 
and physically considered, than those prominently connected with our railway systems. The energy 
and decision their calling demands, and the habits of promptness and independence which they seem to 
catch from the hurrying locomotives that draw their trains, become stamped upon their faves and in their 
manner, so that a genuine railway man can generally be known at first sight. There is a general interest 


in 
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felt not only by those immediately connected with the business of railways, but by the public, to know 
who the men are that stand at the had of the different departments of our main railway lines, or who 
guide the trains which convey the traveler safely on his way. It is proposed in this and succeeding 
articles, as material may be obtained, to give a compicte list of the officers and principal employés of 
the roads centering in the city, with a brief biographical sketch of a few of the chief executives. It 
happens to be convenient to commence with that great and now splendidly managed line, the Michigan 
Southern & Northern Indiana Railway. The gentleman who stands at the head of this successful 
corporation is the President, E. B. Phillips. Mr. Phillips was born in Massachusetts, and is now about 
forty-five years of age. He commenced his railway experience as a-clerk in the freight office of the 
Boston & Worcester Railway, at Worcester, when quite a young man. After a time he went to Boston, 
and there held the same position until he-was appointed the agent for the road in that city. After the 
Cleveland & Toledo Road was opened,and before it was completed, he was appointed its Superintendent 
and took up his residence in Toledo, where he remained eight years. In 1859, he was appointed Super- 
intendent of the Boston & Worcester Road, and, returning to Boston, held that position for six years, 
until, in 1865, he was offered his present high position. He accepted it and removed to this city, where 
he now resides. Although not connected with the Michigan Southern during its dark days, Mr. Phillips 
has done much by his energy and executive ability, aided by a long railway experience, to increase the 
reputation of the line, which now stands among the most popular and successful branches of the great 
system of railway transportation to which, mainly, Chicago owes its growth and prosperity.” 

In speaking of Mr. Phillips, we will add, that, had it not been for his far-sightedness, together with” 
his enterprising and progressive spirit, and the fact of his realizing the necessity of a reliable railway 
guide, suca a work as ApPLETONS’ RatLway GuipeE would not this day be in existence. When we first 
thought of starting a railway guide we met with but little encouragement, until we called upon Mr. 
Phillips, who was at that time General Superintendent of the Cleveland & Toledo Railway, who at once 
entered into our enterprise, and imparted to us such information as, in his estimation, was calculated to 
make ita success; and it is with much pleasure that we are able to say that he, as one of its many fathers, 
has not any cause to be ashamed of his offspring. Even at that early day, we perceived that the confi- 
dence reposed in his judgment by the practical railway men of the country was such, that it was merely 
necessary to get his approval of «% contemplated enterprise, and the codperation of others was easily 
obtained. 

A Deserving Railway Official. 

The Meadvilie Republican, in speaking of the removal of Mr. Calhoun from that city, says: “ While 
many of our citizens regret that the recent changes in railway management occasion the removal of J. C. 
Calhoun, Esq., from among us, they will be gratified to learn that he has been appointed Auditor of all 
the lines of the Erie Railway, and will hereafter have his headquarters at the Company offices in New 
York. This recognition of his ability is an indication that the managers of the Erie are wide awake to 
their interests, and are determined to secure, as far as possible, the most competent men to superintend 
their affairs. As Auditor of the Atlantic & Great Western Railway, Mr. Calhoun earned a high repu- 
tation among railway men. He has been connected with the line ever since operations were commenced 
on its construction, and in fact deserves the credit of organizing the entire business department. His 


‘familiarity with all the details of the business of the road has rendered him indispensable in the 


management. His executive capacity, his excellent system of keeping the accounts, his close and indus- 
trious application to his duties, have been of untold value to the road. We doubt if he has a superior in 
his peculiar field of duty in the country, and, in transferring him to their Audit Department, the Erie 
folks have acted with the same sagacity that has characterized the present management in all their plans 
to form one of the greatest lines of trade in the world, and conduct its affairs successfully. There is none 
or the drone in Mr. Calhoun’s composition. He is a worker. He devotes his time and services assid- 
uously to his duties, and exacts punctuality and industry on the part of all in his employ. Under his 
charge the Audit office has been emphatically a hive of industry. 

“Tn July, 1851, Mr. Calhoun became connected with the line. He was located two years at Randolph, 


. 
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N. Y., ten years at Jamestown, and five years at Meadville.. He was Auditor from October 1, 1853, to 
December 81, 1868, and in connection with the duties of that office was Treasurer from April 6, 1860, to 
July 15, 1861; General Ticket Agent from Sept. 11, 1860, to Nov. 11, 1863 ; Superintendent from Feb. 21, 
1862, to Oct. 31, 1862; General Ticket Agent from Feb. 21, 1862, to May 31, 1863; and Secretary from Oct, 
1, 1865, to Jan. 1, 1868. In all his multifarious duties he displayed masterly skill and efficiency. .In 
leaving for his new field of labor, Mr. Calhoun will bear with him the good wishes of numerous friends, 
who esteem him for his many excellent social qualities and worth asa gentleman. Personally, we dislike 
to part from one who has been so uniformly kind and courteous in his official intercourse. Afcadvitle 
loses and Gotham gains by the change, and we trust his labors may be less arduous and more remuncr- 
ative for the future.”

Pennsylvania and Pittsburg, Fort Wayne & Chicago Railways. 


The compact recently entered into between the Pennsylvania Railway Company, the Pittsburg, Fort 
Wayne & Chicago Railway Company, and the Pittsburg, Cincinnati & St. Louis Railway Conipany, for 
the term of fifty years—a compact which was at onee ratified by the Directors of the Pittsburg, Fort 
Wayne & Chicago Railway Company, who held a meeting the day it was agreed to by joint committee— 
provides a remedy against competition for and from Pittsburg and the West, and secures to the Penn- 


“sylvania Railway the through traflic of both roads, for and from the seaport cities.. By the compact, the 


Chicago and St. Louis lines which converge at Pittsburg—where in fact they both terminate in.a con- 
nection with the Pennsylvania Railway at the Union depot—secure, on terms equitable and reciprocal, 
the Pennsylvania Railway for communication with the seaboard cities. And in turn, the Pennsylvania 
Railway by the compact is put in communication, over-the roads of the parties in the alliance, with Chicago 
and St. Louis, Cleveland and Cincinnati, ete. 

As between San Francisco and New York it matters not whether the commercial current pass through 


Chicago or St. Louis, the short route in either case, as against all other possible combinations between 


_ the East and the West, will be through Pittsburg to Philadelphia and through Philadelphia to New- 
- York. To render the compact effective, a commission is to be appointed,-having authority to fix 


the rates on the two roads leading westward out of Pittsburg, the joint earnings to constitute a pool, 
which is to be divided equitably, either company, earning a surplus over the percentage awarded out of 
the pool, to be entitled to sixty per cent. of the excess, for operating expenses. Nv new road is to be 
built to intercept or divert trade, by either Western company to the injury of the other, this provision.of 
course not to apply to extensions of plans not objectionable. The through business interchanged with 
the Pennsylvania Railway is to be passed to and from it over the shortest route to place of consignment 
or destination. This geographical basis, resting on lineal miles of iron way between Pittsburg and all 
points west, is a safe and sure preventive of misunderstanding, since a common table of recognized 
distances over the lines in alliance, directly and collaterally, will supply evidence ready for use, on short 
notice.—U. &. &. &. & Mining Register. 


Illinois Central Railway. 


The Chicago Radlroad Gazetie, in speaking of this popular route of travel, says: “'The Illinois Cen- 
tral Railway has made unusually complete arrangements for transporting freight to points in the south 
part of this State, as well as to Mobile and New Orleans, as we have heretofore noticed. It gives through 
bills of lading to Cairo, St. Louis, Peoria, Bloomington, Springfield, and Jacksenville, and to all points 
below Cairo, either on the Mississippi River, the Mobile & Ohio Railway, or the Mississippi Central 
Railway. Its connection with its Iowa line—the Dubuque and Sioux City Railway—is perfected by the 
completion of the Dubuque bridge; and freight is transported without delay to Dubuque, Waterloo, and 
Towa Falls, as well as to Freeport, Galena, and Dunleith. The central location of the freight depot of this 
railway, at the foot of S. Water St., makes it exceedingly convenient to the business houses of the city.” 
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Accidents on Railways. 


Those things which oecur on railways called railway accidents are very often wrongly defined, since 
they are not accidents and are not caused by any fault of the railway. Very lately, in this immediate neigh- 
borhood, a horse from some cause became frightened and jumped over a rotten bridge rail, upon an over- 
head road bridge, and took with bim the catriage with its occupants, breaking the arms of one person 
and somewhat damaging the rest, killing the horse, and demolishing things generally. Had the bridge 
rail been as high and as strong as proper, say six feet and well braced, a hurse could hardly take a chaise 
over even if he went himself. The wonder is that there are not more of these occurrences about the 
country, when we come to look at the rickety structures put up at overhead railway crossings. Instead 
of calling the occurrence a railway accident, we should rather name it a natural result of common road 
travel, and we might go on to write a chaptcr on the danger of riding about the country in private 
chaises. If a horse is frightened by the whistle of a locomotive, any resulting casualty is called a railway 
accident; but we are not aware that the result from a steamboat or a cotton factory whistle would be 
called a steamboat accident or a manufacturing accident. 

If a horse jumps down from a road on to a railway, it is a railway accident; if he gets frightened 
from a train passing over his head, it is a railway accident; if he gets run over at a level crossing, it is 
still a railway accident; approach a railway above, below, or at a grade, and the railway becomes the 
cause of the disaster. The railway is expensively built, is expensively managed, takes all care to avoid 
trouble, the locomotive is in perfect control and goes straight about its business. The common road is 
cheaply made, no fences half the time, and rotten bridges, and is not managed at all, and the motor used 
thereon is a brute partly controlled by a man provided the reins don’t break, and yet, when the unsys- 
tematic and uncontrolled institution comes in contact with the systematic and controlled one, the blame 
is attached to the latter. Figures plainly show that, when the number of persons who travel is taken 
into account, the railway is some one or two hundred times safer than any other mode of transport. 
About 50 per cent. of the accidents (so called) on railways result from individual recklessness, walking 
and lying on the track ; about 95 per cent. of the accidents happen not to travelers but to employés, who, 
from constantly being on and about the trains, become careless and forget the magnitude of the force 
with which they are moved.

Small Plantations in the South. 


The Southern papers are showing the superior results from the thorough tillage of small plantations 
to those from the careless culture of large plantations. The Macon. Telegraph mentions several cases in 
point, such as a three-bale crop to the acre on very light land, and thirty~bales to as many aeres of 8 
quality. This, at present prices, is a three hundred dollar crop to a single acre, and an average of a 
hundred dollars to each acre of a thirty-acre field, and this a good deal above the best cotton latitude of 
Georgia. Such results as these stimulate the universal feeling among planters in favor of small fields 
and thorough culture. The Yelegruph says that whoever lives a few years longer in Georgia will see five 
bales produced to the acre, and will learn that it is the kind of cotton-planting which pays. Thus, the 
Southern cotton production will swell far beyond its ancient limits under.slavery, and the South will 
distance all competition in the raising of this great staple.

The American System of Checking Baggage. 


We notice that the American system of expressing baggage from railway stations to hotels and private 
houses is the subject of high praise in the English papers. The Pall Mall Gazetie states “that every 
traveler from America returns to England delighted with the American plan of affixing brass cheeks on 
the luggage, but as- yeti no English railway company has had the courage to lay aside the paper labels 
now in use.” It is with regret that we notice, even in progressive America, that there is no uniform 
system of checking baggage, each road having its own system, some of which yet adhere to the paper 
labels and chalk-marks. About two years since, Mr: G. C.. Thomas, a practical General Baggage Agent, 
introduced a most perfect system of checking baggage, or we may say, a baggage-check, upon many of 
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the railways of the country, which has met with the approbation of the officers of every road upon which 
itisin use. Nota single piece of baggage has been lost or miscarried since its adoption by those roads. 
Yet, strange to say, notwithstanding its incomparable superiority as regards simplicity, economy (both 
in reference to time and money), and safety, it, as yet, has not been universally adopted by every road 
in the country. But the inventor has no reason to complain of his want of success. From the first 
month that he commenced the manufacture of his Safety Check, up to the present time, he has not been 
without an order on hand—the two years fully demonstrating that it is the only baggage- check which 
can and has reduced the checking of baggage to a perfect system. 


What Railways do for Farmers. 


To haul 40 bushels of corn 50 miles ona wagon, would cost at least $12 for team, driver, and expenses. 
A railway would transport it for $4 at most. Allowing an average of 40 bushels per acre, the crop would 
be worth $8 more per acre, or 8 per cent. on $100. As the relative advantage is about the same for other 
crops. it is clear that a railway passing through a town would add $110 per aore to the value of farms, A 
town 19 miles square contains 64,000 acres. An increase of $100 per acre is equal to $6,400,000, or enough 
to build 200 miles of railway, even if it cost $32,000 per mile. But 200 miles of road would extend through 
twenty towns ten miles square, and cest $10 per acre if taxed upon the land. These figures are given 
Merely as an illustration. If the farmers had taxed themselves to build all the railways in this country, 
and given them away to any companies that would stock and run them, the present increased value of 
their lands would have well repaid all the outlay— American Agriculturist. 


Magnitude of London. 


Its houses number more than 850,000, and its streets, if placed in line, would extend from Liverpool 
to New York, and are lighted at night by 360,000 gas-lamps, consuming in every twenty-four bours about 
18,000,000 cubie feet of gas. Of the water supply, 44,383,828 gallons are used per day. The traveling — 
public sustain 5,000 cabs and 1,500 omnibusses, beside all the other sorts of vehicles which human needs 
can require, or human wit invent. Its hungry population devour in course of every year, 1,600,000 quar- 
ters of wheat, 240,000 bullocks. 1,700,000 sheep, 25,000 calves, 35,000 pigs, 10,000,000 head of game, 3,000,- 
000 salmon, and innumerable fish of other sorts, and consume 43,200,000 gallons of beer, 2,000,000 gallons 
of spirits, and 65,000 pipes of wine. As a consequence, 2,400 doctors find constant employment. London, 
finally, supports 852 churches, which are presided over by 930 divines of greater or less note.

~ are indebted to Mr. Hartshorne for many favors in reference to his road and its progress, and take this 
opportunity of thanking him for the same. A map in the Gurpz, representing this line and connections, 
would no doubt add greatly to an increase of travel on it, more especially during the summer months. 


Morris & Essex Railway. - 


This road is consolidated with the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western, and, judging from indications 
the time is fast approaching when it will rank among the leading railways of the country. The offices 
of the Delaware, Lackawanna & Western Railway have been removed from Scrantom to Hoboken. Mr. 
Brisbin is the General Manager of the Morris & Essex branch, Mr. Schoch Assistant Superintendent, 
During the year 1868, 1,444,549 passengers were carried over the Morris & Essex Railway without one 

. being killed or seriously injured. In addition to which there were 1,800 daily commuters from different 
points on the road to New York. 
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England to France by Rail. 


_ Many an American who has made his first voyage across the Atlantic, without a qualm of that dread 
malady, sea-sickness, and has therefore vaunted his strength of digestion and stability of stomach, has 
had that conceit completely taken out of hin in the little trip of less than two hours across the British 
Channel. Men who all their lives have eudured the great, steady swell of the ocean, succumb before the 
short, vicious erdss-chops of seas that toss the wretched little Dover and Calais steamers, and their still 
imore wretched passengers, hither and thither in their sic(k) transit. 

The dread of the horrors of this middle passage prevents thousands of Englishmen from extending 
their travels beyond their own island, and no American who has once experienced them can view it with 
coniplacency. Everybody will, therefore, welcome any improvement that shall tend toward rendering 
the passage more agreeable, and those who shall remove the present bugbear altogether will be deserving 
of the thanks of the whole civilized world. Hence we are glad to see that in England there is renewed 
agitation for an international railway, with a submarine tunnel between England and France; and that a 
memorial has just been addressed to the Emperor of the French, asking his sympathy and support for 
the project. The signers of this memorial are not those whose names are found attached to visionary 
plans or reckless enterprises, but such as the English papers think may be safely taken as a guarantee 
that, after many years of talk and argument, the attempt will be made in good earnest and uncer very 
encouraging auspices. ' 

The list of signers to the memorial consists of nearly one hundred influential noblemen, members of 
Parliament and others, including the Archbishop of York, Dnke of Sutherland, Duke of Argyll, Lord 
Elcho, and Lord Churchill. There is no doubt that Louis Napoleon will receive the memorial favorably, 
as he isa man not likely to be influenced by old-fashioned prejudices against its practicability. The 
work would be one of the grandest ever accomplished, and to the American mind, to which nothing is 
impossible, seems feasible. A railway train has been run over Mont Cenis; a tunnel has been constructed 
under the river Thames, and another from Chicago out under the middie of Lake Michigan. It is not, 
therefore, an unreasonable thing to suppose that, with all the means and appliances of modern engineer- 
ing, the railways of England and France may be connected. The fact that slow-moving, cautious, and 
skeptical John Bull actually believes in its practicability, and is taking a step toward testing it, gives 
the project an air of certainty that will cause further movements to be looked for with great interest. 


Mobile & Ohio Railway. 


The Mobile & Ohio Railway, which suffered with other Southern roads in the war, is now doing a 
prosperous business, with a fair prospect of resuming payment of interest on its bonds in May. The 
road runs from Mobile to Columbus, Ky. (472 miles), with a branch from Artesia to Columbus, Miss., of 
14 miles. The capital stock is $2,693,000, with a funded debt of $7,230,685, divided as follows: First 
mortgage sterling bonds, $4,503,000 ; interest bonds, $526,300; Tennessee State loan, $1,275,000; funded 
interest, $388,800 ; income bonds, $537,585. The sterling bonds are now quoted at 60, and the interest 
bends are selling at 45 to 50, although secured exactly the same as the sterling bonds; both classes will 
undoubtedly make a sharp advance as the time for payment of interest approaches.

Railway Subsidies. 


The following schedule shows the amounts of subsidies sought from the United States by railway com- 
panies, and for other purposes than those subsidies already granted: Northern Pacific Railway Company, 
$60,000,000; Oregon branch of the Pacific Railway Company, $15,000,000; Idaho, Oregon, and Puget 
Sound Railway Company, $30,000,000; International Pacific Railway Line, $19,000,000; Mississippi 
Levee, Railway, and Steamship Company, $23,000,000; Improvement of the Illinois River, $2,000,000 5 
European and New York Steamship Line, $3,500,000; Atlanticand Pacific Railway Company, $65,000,000 ; 
Louisiana and Mississippi Levees, $3,000,000; Port Royal Railway Company, $750,000; Union Pacific 
Railway Company, Eastern Division, $47,000,000. Total, $268,250,000. 
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Ghicage, Tllinois. 

Chicago is already on the alert to reap the earliest advantages from the opening of the Pacific Rail- 
ways. Her action, to some, may savor of haste, but, all things considered, she is simply moving in time. 
If, perchance, our own city is to obtain a crumb from the rich table of commerce shortly to be set for the 
continent, its business men should also be moving. Months are required to establish proper agencies, 
prepare trade circulars, arrange papers, and put traffic on the way. Ata meeting held recently in Chicago, 
several prominent features of the new route were discussed, and it was claimed that sixty days was the ‘ 
minimum time from London to the East Indies at present, while, by the Pacific roads across the con- 
tinent, the same destination may be reached in thirty-five days, This fact, of itself, almost settles the 
route of Eastern commerce, and that is the prize to be sought for. The curious historical fact was also 
developed, that cities and nations have been made and unmade according as they have gained or lost the 
rich commerce of the East. Babylon, Tyre, Palmyra, Venice, Holland, and England have succeeded 
each other in commercial importance just as they have gained that trade, and all (except, of course, 
England) ave passed from commercial existence as they lost,it. What, then, may we not gain ?—orth 
American & U. S. Gazette, Philadelphia. 


California. 
Few people have an idea of the extent of California. The State is 700 miles long, and about 200 wide. 
San Francisco and Sacramento together have a population of about 170,000, leaving about 800,000 popu- 
lation tor this vast area of country—as large as all New England and New York and Pennsylvania to- _ 
gether—an area large enough and rich enough to sustain a population of 30,000,000. It would make a 
large-sized European kingdom. The State will have 13,000,000 bushels of wheat to spare, which will 
bring in from $18,000,000 to $29,000,000. The wool-clip is larger than ever before. The yintage promises 
to be the best ever gathered. Twenty-five million grape-vines are in bearing, and new vineyards are the 
order of the day. The State has just begun its network of railways, scon to be connected by the long 
spider-thread across the continent. The development of the State promises to be more rapid during the || — 
coming months than ever before. t 
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Our Great National Railway. 

When the railway across the continent of America is completed, there will be constant conveyance 
by means of railways and mail packets fer passengers desiring to travel round the world. This grand 
tour will be 22,000 miles in length, and will cost $1,500, and will be accomplished in about eighty days. 
The American tourist will be able to visit England, Japan, China, Ceylon, and Egypt. He will cross the 
Atiantic, North Pacific, and Indian Oceans, the Red and Mediterranean Seas, the Continent of America, 
and the Delta of Egypt. He will be able to sail the beginning of May, and to arrive home again about 
the middle of July. : 


Columbus, Chicago & Indiana Central Railway. 


The attention of our readers is directed to the map of this great line of railway, which they will find 
on pages 208 and 209 of the Guipp. As will be perceived by consulting the map, this railway connects 
with all the leading lines of railway in the country.

Chicago to the West Indies. . 

An important movement is now on foot for the establishment of a direct line of trade from Chicago to 
the West Indies, vi@ Mobile. The railway connection between Chicago and the latter city is complete, 
with the exception of a gap between Cairo, Ill, and Columbus, Ky. It is proposed to supply this re- 
maining link at an early day, and to establish a line of steamships between Mobile and Havana. The 
movement, we understand, has fair prospects for becoming a success.

Thirsty and faint, over the burning sands they | 
hurried—heavier and heavier their footsteps became—hotter and hotter their breath, as deeper they 
pushed into the desert—farther and farther from the lost track where the pilot lay in his blood; and still 
the mocking spirits of the desert, the streets of the mirage, led them on, and the lake glistening in the 
sunshine tempted them to bathe’in its cool waters close to their eyes but never at their lips. At length 
the delusion vanished—the fatal lake had turned to burning sand! Raging thirst and horrible despair! | 
the pathless desertand murdered guide! Lost! lost ! lost! Not a man ever left the desert, but they were 
subsequently discovered, parched and withered curpses, by the Arabs sent upon the scarch. Foolish 
people are often deceived to their ruin now, by appearances less fair.” 
i While reading the above, the idea suggested itself to our mind that the regiment was not entirely 
destroyed, but that one or two of the men might have escaped and concluded to again go into the busi- 
ness of destroying guides or attempting todo so. Judging from appearance, we scarce think that they 
will be quite as successful in the present as they were in the past age—the whole regiment, that is 
the people, take rather a different view of things now to what they did then, and know how to appreciate 
their Guide.

The amount is too large for anything but moneyed corporations to handle, and their facilities for affecting 
the market so as to operate injuriously against the Government, State or national, is well known. Ne- 
gotiations for the sale of these bonds should be entered into in a private business way, and, if the result 
be unsatisfactory, they should be withdrawn. It isa hardship to do without the interest, but it would be 
a greater to be deprived of any part of the principal.”

ADVENTURE WITH A GORILLA. 


Once upon a time, as the primer-books say, while trading on the western coast of Africa, in the equa- 
torial region, Iran my vessel about twenty miles up one of the rivers in that vicinity, and remaimed 
there several weeks, haying a very profitable intercourse with some of the inland tribes of natives.

the country. The village is situated two and a half miles cast of St. Albans Bay, and within a few miles 
of Highgate and Alburgh Springs, and is the junction of the Montreal & Vermont Junction Railway, 

runuing direct to Montreal without change of cars.

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AMERICAN GARDEN SEEDS. 


The following extract from an article in the Atlantic Monthly, may convey to sur country readers 2 
clearer idea of the extent and details of garden seed culture than heretofore entertained. Bloomsdalo, 
the estate referred to, is the seed farm of our ee David Landreth & Son, cf Philadelphia. —Litiels 
Living Age. 


“Though our sketch of the present state of horticulture among us is quite imperfect, affording but an 
indistinct glimpse of the ample field which invites our view, it would scarcely be pardonable were we to 
overlook a branch of rural industry, in which horticultural success is interested, and without which the 
practical pleasures and family.comfort of rural homes would be greatly abridged. We refer to garden 
seed culture. It may be that the purchaser of a paper of seed for the kitchen garden seldom stops to con- 
sider the minute care which has been required to secure its purity; most probably, in many cases, he 
raokes the purchase as though it were the mere product of mechanical skill, which, after the machinery 
is perfected, and the steam-engine has been set in motion, turns out the finished article, of use or orna- 
ment, with scarcely an effort cf mind to direct ifs movements. Not so in the production of seeds ; many 
are the hours of watchful care bestowed upon it, and stern and unyielding are its demands on the skilled 
oye and untiring hand, It is because, in some cases, the cye is not skilled, and the hand often tires, that 
20 many seeds of more than doubtful worth are imposed upon the market, filling the village cress-read 
shops with the germs of disappointment. The history of the seed culture in the United States is not 
without interest to those who, like many readers of the Atlantic, reside in the quiet country; to every 
family thus situated, the certainty of obtaining seeds of trustworthy quality—certain to vegetate, and 
* sure to prove true to name—is of more importance than can be appreciated by those who rely upon the 
city market, and have at all times and seasons ample supplies of vegetables within easy reach. On look- 
ing around for some individual establishment which we may use as a representative of this branch of 
industry, we naturally turn to Bloomsdale, as the most prominent and widest known of seed farms. 
* « * *& # % (mm entering the premises, we find ourselves in the midst of a lawn of ten acres, in,the 
English style, To cnumerate the various trees, in groups or singie specimens, which most invite cur 
notice, would intorfere with the main object of our visit. We have come for a special purpose, and we 
can only allude toa very few of the specimens to which our attention may be supposed to be directed. 
A white spruce, in rich luxuriance, measuring, as the branches trail upon the sward, upwards of sixty feet 
in circumference; the Himalayan white pine, with its deep, fringe-like foliage, twenty-five feet in height; 
the Cephalonian fir, with leaves as pungent as an Auricaria, twenty-five feet high, and many specimens 
of the same kind of nearly equal magnitude; yews of more than a half century’s growth ; a purple beech, 
of thirty feet in height, its branches as many in circumference, contrasting with i green around; 
numerous specimens of the balm of Gilead, silver firs, and Norway spruces, unsurpassed in beauty of 
form, the last presenting every variety of habit in which it delights to sport: these are some of the gems 
of the lawn. But we must hurry onward to the practical business in view. 

“The harvest, which, in seed culture, lasts for many successive weeks, has just commenced. The 

first important crop that ripens is the turnip—which is now being cut. The work is performed by the 
use of grass-hooks, or toothless sickles; stem after stem is cut, until the hand is full, when they are de- 
posited on canvas sheets; as they are filled, boys stand ready to spread others ; men follow to tie up those 
which have been filled; others sueceed, driving teams, and loading wagons, wits ample shelvings, with 
sheetful piled on sheetful, until the sturdy oxen are required to test their strength in drawing them to 
the drying-houses; arrived there, each sheetful is separately removed by a rope and tackle, and the con- 
tents deposited on the skeleton scaffolding within the building, there to remain until the seed is suffi- 
ciently cured and dry enough to thrash. These drying-houses are buildings of uniform character, two 
stories in height and fifty feet square, constructed so as to expose their contents to sun and air, and each 
provided with a carefully laid thrashing-floor, extending through the building, with pent-house for movablo 
engine. When the houses are full and the hulm in a fit state for thrashing, the engine is started and tho 
work begun. One man, relieved by others from time to time (for the labor requires activity, and con- 
pequently is exhausting), feeds the thrasher, which, with its armed teeta, moves with such velocity as to 
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t - appear like a solid cylinder. Here there is no stopping for horses to take breath and rest their weary 
| limbs—puff, puff, onward tho work—steam is as great atriumph in thrashing as in printing or spinning. 
| Men and boys are stationed at the rear of the thrasher to remove the straw, and roughly separste the seed 
_ from the shattered hulm—others again being engaged in thrusting the dried crop from the scaffolds, and 
placing it in a suitable position for the feeders. When one drying-house has thus been emptied, tho 
_ engine isremoyed to another; the same process is pursued until the circuit of the buildings has been 

_ made, and thus the ceaseless oe (ceaseless at least for a season) is continued. As soon as the crep in 
j_ the first house has been thrashed, the work of winnowing is commenced, and skilled hands thus engaged 

follow on in the track of the engine. As each crop is cleancd and put in merchantable order, it is placed 
' in bags of two bushels each, and carried to the storehouse and granaries, there to await a requisition from

“We have just witnessed the process of saving the crop of turnip seed. And how much may that 
reach? isanatural inquiry. Of all the varieties, including the ruta baga, about one thousand bushels, is 
the response, We should have thought a thousand pounds would supply the entire Unien; but we are 
reminded it is in part exported to far distant lands. And what is the crop, so much like the turnip, but 
still green, and apparently of more vigorous growth? That is one of the varieties of cabbage, of which 
several standard kinds are under cultivation. Another adjoining is radish; still another, beet; and thus 
we pass from kind to kind, until we have exhausted a long catalogue of sorts. 

“ Bloomsdale contains, in round numbers, four hundred acres; it has a frontage on the Delaware of 
upwards of 8 mile, is bounded on the west by the Delaware Canal, and is divided into two nearly equal 
parts by the Philadelphia & Trenton Railway. The soil is light loam, easily worked, suited to rapid per- 
eclation, admitting of labor immediately after heavy rain, and not liable to suffer by drought. The 
manures used are principally crude, obtained from the city, and landed on the premises from shallops 
continually plying, laden with the ‘sinews of farming.’ Street scrapings are more used than stable 
manuye ; bone dust and guano entcr largely into the account; and the aggregate annual expenditure fcots 
up a pum almost equivalent to the fee simple of an ordinary farm. The culture is that denominated 
drill; but of course niuch of it is simply straight limes drawn by a plow, in which the roots for seeding 
aro planted by hand. 

“The ground, with the exception of the lawnand a portion occupied from time to time by grass for 
home use, is divided by wagon roads into squares and parallelograms; cross-fences are not used; and 

each crop forms a distinct feature, accessible at any stage of growth. The several varieties of each kind, 
a8, for instance, those of turnip, cabbage, beet, lettuce, are planted widely apart, to guard against possible 
admixture; but the chances of that result must be much less than is popularly supposed, efforts having 
been used experimentally to test its practicability, and that between kindred closely allied, without suc- 
cess. Although the extent of the grounds would appear to be formidable, even for a farm conducted in 
the usual mode, it is insufficient for the demands on the proprietors, without diligent exertion and prompt 
re-cropping—two crops in each year being exacted, only a small part of the land escaping double duty, the 
extent annually plowed thus amounting to nearly twice the area of the farm. The heavy hauling is per- 
_ formed by oxen, the culture principally by mules, which are preferred to horses, as being less liable to | 
injury, and better adapted to the narrow drill culture practiced. 
“The seeds of Bloomsdale have attained a worid-wide reputation, and to quote an expression used in 
reference to them, ‘are almost as well known on the Ganges as on the Mississippi or Ohio.’ They are 
‘regularly exported to the British possessions in India, to the shores of the Pacifie, throughout the West 
Indies, and occasionally to Australia. The drier atmosphere of this country ripens them better than the 
humid climate of England, adapting them to exportation; and it is no slight triumph to see them pre- 
ferred by Englishmen on British soil. At home, thousands of homesteads, south and west of Philadel-. 
}! _phia, were, until interrupted by the war, supplied with Landreth’s Seeds. The business, founded three- 
quarters cf a century ago, is now conducted by the second and third generations of the family with which 
tt originated.
